A blistering indictment of crime 
conditions here was made’ last 
night by Mayor Hartsfield in which 
he charged “Atlanta has become the 
dumping ground for a horde of un- 
desirable characters.” 


Speaking on the general subject. 


of law enforcement, in the second 
of a series of radio talks, the mayor 
said “responsible law enforcement 
officials have estimated that there 
are around 3,000 persons in Atlanta 
whose livelihood depends upon law 


violation.” 

“They consist of hundreds of 
gamblers, bootleggers, dive keepers 
-and lottery operators, runners and 
writers, located In various parts of 
our city, all of whom are opposed 
to any law enforcement and whose 
greatest fear in Jife is an honest, 
efficient police admsiniatzgrsee he 
continued. 

Waging Deteirenal Fight. 

“This element is even now waging 


an underground fight to try to dis- 
credit the present police administra- 
tion and trying in every way to get 
seme persons or group of persons 
identified with the present adminis- 
tration to hinder or obstruct our 
efforts.” 

The mayor recounted an incident, 
bringing out the point that criminal 
elements “are moving heaven and 
earth to discredit the police depart- 
ment,” saying: 

“From various quarters we hear of 
their. plofs and echemes and you can 
look out in the next few months for 
some misguided person to try to pull 
their chestnuts out of the fire. 

“Polities works in devious means 
and oftentimes the attack is made on 
some other front from the one they 
are really interested in. 

“Some of this element is moving 
heaven and earth to try to find some 
method of discrediting our new po- 
lice department heads. One of .their 
favorite tricks is to give false infor- 
mation, hoping it will result in a 
raid on some innocent citizen. 

Fake “Tip” Cited. 

As an illustration, our detective de- 
partment a few days ago was given in- 
formation about a certain criminal 
character who was supposed to be in- 
stalled in a high-class apartment 
house. 

“The exact location was given and 
our. detective department was urged 
to go after him immediately. Instead, 
our men very cautiously make a quick 
investigation through the owners of 
this apartment house and found the 
location occupied by a very high-class 
and well-known lady. 

“No sooner had they returned to 
police station than the phone rang 
and a voice said our detective depart- 
ment had raided and insulted good 
citizens, and the newspanere would be 
immediately notified. These plotters 
had watched our men go into the 
building and thoncht they had them 
in a trap. Rut they failed.” 

Beer Permits as Shields. 

The mayor charged that many un- 
desirable characters are 
permits as cloaks for other criminal 
activities. 

“One of our principal troubles which 
we are trying to remedy is the pres- 
ence in Atlanta of hundreds of little 
tin shacks and holes in the wall. oper- 


ating under beer permits. which are || 


simply fronts for plain dives where 
disorderly characters gather.” he said. 

“Keeping down crime in a big city 
is just like eliminating mosquitoes,” 
he went on. “you have got to clean 
out the places where criminals breed 
and plot their crimes.”

The division of wild life in the nat- 
ural resources department replaces the 
present game and fish department un- 
der the Rivers setup. The creation of 
the department already has been ap- 
proved by the house of representatives 
and is now before the senate, where 
it is expected to be acted upon next 
week, In the event the bill should fail 
to pass, Mitchell will be named to 
succeed Zack Cravey as commissioner 
of game and fish. 

Governor Rivets said he had defi- 
nitely determined on Mr. Mitchell, 
who received hundreds of indorsements 
from sportsmen all over the state and 
from scores who live outside of Geor- 
gia and maintain hunting preserves 
here. 

“I believe the appointment of Mr. 
Mitchell will meet with the approval 
of everyone interested in conserving 
the wild life of Georgia,” the Gover- 
nor said.

NAVY BILL PASSED 
BY HOUSE GROUP 


$526,555,428 Appropria- 
tion Will Finance Build- 
ing of 81 New Vessels. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(UP) 
President Roosevelt’s billion-dollar 
1937-38 national defense program was 
formally set in motion today when 
the house appropriations committee fa- 
vorably reported a $526,555,428 navy 
appropriation bill, including $130,- 
000,000 for new warships already un- 
der construction or to be laid down. 

As soon as the naval bilfis out. of 
the way a $416,000,000 measure to 
finance the army’s activities will be 
introduced, the two together setting a 
peace time record and carrying out the 
President’s announced policy of a na- 
tional defense second to none.

Majority of Protests 
Based on Amount of Aid 
and. Reduction of Rolls. 


Charges that emergency relief money 
is improperly distributed were made 
by two witnesses before the special re- 
lief investigation committee last night 
as the Fulton Department of Public 
Welfare faced early closing for lack 
of funds. 

Of nearly 100 witnesses who testi- 


fied before Alderman Ed A. Gilliam’s 
special committee at the city hall pub- 


pertinent to charges of mismanagement 
and waste hurled in council by Alder- 
man Robert Carpenter, who led the 
fight against release of the city’s re- 
lief money for administration by the 
Fulton welfare department. 

Though a number declared that case 
workers came to see’ them only infre- 
quently, the vast majority complained 
at the amount of relief they receive or 
that they had been cut off relief. It 
was noted that a large number of 
those appearing were eliminated from 
WPA rolls and refused work relief, 
while the Fulton Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare distributes emergency re- 
lief only to unemployables. 

Meanwhile, the department faced the 
severest crisis of its existence, since 
city council Monday refused by action 
of the aldermanic board to release the 
remaining $25,000 of its relief appro- 
priation. 

Little Money Remains. 

T. Barton Baird, chairman of the 
public welfare board, said the depart- 
ment has a little more money and will 
continue to operate until this is ex- 
hausted but that the operation of the 
department depends upon the action 
of the county commissioners this aft- 


The county commissioners will be 
asked today to release to the depart- 
ment $25,000 for emergency relief the 
first half of March upon the promise 
of city fathers to obtain the release 
‘of the city’s money for the last half. 
About 30 per cent of the emergeney 
relief load will be taken from the Ful- 
ton welfare department if the social 
security benefits shared in by state, 
federal government and county begin 
by the end of the month, as is hoped. 
Unless the county gives its March

CONYERS, Ga., March. 2.—Rock- 
dale, the smallest county in the fifth

Sixth District Report Re- 


veals Department Store 
‘Sales at January Peak. 


Retail trade antl cotton consump 
tion established records during Jan- 
uary, the business review of the Sixth 
Federal Reserve District Bank re- 
vealed yesterday. 

Department store sales were highest 
since 1929 and the daily average con- 
sumption of cotton, the south’s sure 
business barometer, was the largest of 
any other month on record. Mills of 
Georgia used 134,075 bales of cotton 
in the month, or aes 8 cent more 
than in January, 1936 

Customary anuary slumps were 
less the past January than previously 
and in many industrial fields sales and 
productions jumped. 

After extremely heavy Christmas 
buying in November and December, 
department store sales declined sligbt- 
ly but were 12.2 per cent higher than 
in 1936 and the highest since 1929. 

Wholesale trade presented’ the 
brightest aspect of the industrial pic- 
ture. Wholesale trade declined less 
than one per cent from December to 
January, after increasing 18.1 per cent 
in 1936 over the previous 12 months, 
and was 27.5 per cent above the Jan- 
vary, 1936, level.

PITTSBURGH, March. 2.—(AP) 
Organized labor won formal recog- 
nition tonight as a collective bar- 
gaining agent for its members from 
the chief unit of the giant United 
States Steel Corporation, ending the 
possibility of a gigantic labor battle. 

The epochal step in the industrial 
relations of the $5,000,000,000 in- 
dustry was announced quietly -by 
Philip Murray, chairman of the 
steel workers’ organizing committee 
and first lieutenant of John. L. 
Lewis, generalissimo of the Com- 
mittee for Industrial Organization. 

A preliminary contract signed by 
Benjamin F. Fairless, president of 
the Carnegie-Illinois Steel Corpo- 
ration, in addition to granting $5 
a day minimum pay and a 40-hour 
week, effective March 16, to its 120,- 
000 workers, also, provided ¢ 

Recognition of the. steel workers’ 
organizing committee as the collective 
bargaining agency for those employes 
of the corporation who are members 
of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers. 

Joint Committee. 

Created a joint committee of com- 
pany and union representatives to 
meet not later than March 10 to ef- 
fect a more detailed agreement on 
working conditions, application of 
wage rates, hours, rules and a meth- 
od for adjudicating disputes arising 
under terms of the agree.nent. 

The clauses granting the wage in- 
crease and establishment of a 40-hour 
work week with time and one-half for 
overtime work, resembled those al- 
ready announced by 12 other compa- 
nies and brought to 355,000 of the 
industry’s 550,000 workers assurance 
of a $5-a-day minimum pay effective 
March 16. 

The Carnegie-Illinois agreement 
specifically pravided 10 cents an hour 
as the boost for all workers. 

Milestone in Labor History.

To Augment Pacific Fleet. 

The committee report revealed that 
the navy plans to keep the fleet in 
the Pacific during the next fiscal year 
and build up what Admiral William 
D. Leahy, chief of naval operations 
described as “inadequate facilities’ 
there. Plans include new destroyer, 
submarine and air bases at the Pan- 
ama canal and expansion of west 
coast and Hawaiian Island facilities, 

Disturbed world conditions ‘‘empha- 
size the fact that the navy must be 
prepared for eventualities that may 
develop from the international situa- 
tion” Admiral Leahy warned. He 
said any delay in the navy’s construc- 
tion program would jeopardize na- 
tional security. 

Although the committee cut $27,- 
000,000 from budget recommendations 
for the shipbuilding fund, it said in- 
dications were that $56,000,000 would 
be carried over from current appro- 
priations to make a total of $186,000,- 
000 available for construction next 
year. Altogether, the committee reduc- 
ed budget estimates by $35,870,281 to 
bring the total appropriation $1,693,- 
554 under the aggregate approved last 
year. , 


To Build 81 Vessels. 


The $130,000,000 appropriation for 
construction—plus the additional $56,- 
000,000—will finance work on 81 ves- 
sels now under way or scheduled. 
Two battleships, three aircraft car- 
riers, 11 cruisers, 48 destroyers and 
16 submarines are in the program. 


The committee said that 8S new 
vessels are expected to be commnis- 
sioned during the current fiscal vear 
and 29 others by July, 1938. It esti- 
mated building costs during the cur- 
rent year at $186,000,000 


It recommended $29,186,000 for air- 
craft construction which would enable 
the navy to have 1,855 planes in oper- 
ation at the end of the 1938 fiscal 
year. The program provides for 251 
replacement airplanes, 104 additional 
planes, 42 for the naval reserve and 
two non-rigid airships. 

To Increase Personnel. 

The bill also provided funds for in- 
creasing the navy enlisted personnel 
from 100,000 to 105,000. 

The committee recommended sale of 
the government’s idle armor plate 
plant at Charleston, W. Va., over ob- 
jections of navy officials that it should 
be retained in event congress sume 
day authorized the government to man- 
ufacture all its own war materials. 

Meanwhile the navy department 
moved to speed up its shipbuilding 
program by readvertising for bids for 
approximately 20,00U,000 pounds of 
steel which it has been unable to ob- 
tain because of steel company objec- 
ions to the Walsh-Healey act re- 
quirement of a 40-hour work week 
on government contracts.

2TO 4 YEAR TERMS 


Arkansas Quintet Sentenced 
to Atlanta Pen; Con- 


victed in 1932. 


MOBILE, Ala. March 2.—(P)— 
Federal Judge John McDuffie tonight 
sentenced five Pine Bluff, Ark, de- 
fendants to serve terms ranging from 
two to four years in the federal peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta after a jury con- 
victed them on charges of using the 
mails to defraud. . 

Defendants are Ray E. MelIntyre, 
four years; Leslie T. McIntyre, four 
years; Roscoe A. McIntyre, three 
years; John F. McIntyre a. three 
years, and Elbert H. English, two 
years suspended. 

Harry E. McIntyre, jointly charged 
with the five, was found not guilty 
and discharged. 

The defendants were said to have 
been guilty of using the mails to de- 
fraud in connection with the ship- 
ment of lumber to England. They 
were convicted on indictments returned 
in 


In suspending the sentence of Eng- 
lish and placing him under federal 
probation for two years, Judge Mce- 
Duffie said that in his opinion Eng- 
lish “was a hireling who had been 
used by his friends to carry out a 
scheme” and that he did not believe 
he was actually or knowingly involved 
in the fraud. 
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In her equatorial round-the-world 
flight soon to get under way; Amelia 
Earhart, whose own signed story and 
wire photos of the flight will be pub- 
lished exclusively in The Constitution 
in this section, will be the first flyer 
to land on Howland, the mid-Pacific 
speck of land 1,800 miles southwest 
‘of Honolulu. This island, which she 
and her navigator, Captain Harry 
Manning must reach on her 27, 
mile flight’s second. leg, is one of three 
such islands secretly colonized by the 
United States government two years 
ago as a means of banishing all 
doubts concerning its claim to what 
little soil they boast. The others are 
Baker and Jarvis. 

The sudden importance attached to 
these islands, after they had been al- 
most completely ignored and neglect- 
ed for more than half a century, is 
the result of a new air-consciousness 
that dawned in the Pacific with Pan- 
American Airways’ establishment of a 
regular commercial route across the 
world’s largest ocean from California 
to the orient. 

Island Little More Than Sandbar. 


Howland and Baker are little more 
than sandbars in the ocean on Miss 
Earhart’s course from Honolulu to 
New Guinea and northern Australia, 
where Manning turns back. They 
have no central lagoon of sheltered 
water where giant flying boats such 
as Pan-Handle uses in its Pacific serv- 
ice can land and take off; the only 
possible haven they offer is to land 
planes. 

More work has been done toward 
making the surface of Howland into 
a serviceable landing field than at 
either of the other two islands—possi- 
bly because there is gallantry even in 
government, and Miss Earhart was the 
first flyer to suggest putting the coun- 
try’s new “conquest” of these islands 
to practical use. Unless there is some 
slip-up, she will be the first pilot ever 
to land an airplane there—and prob- 
ably the first woman ever to visit 
Howland Island. 

The present Howland personnel, in- 
cluding four Hawaiian high school 
boys who are the regular “colonists” 
and a construction crew of eight men 
sent there in January with a tractor, 
scraper, grader and other eqfipment 
needed to condition the runways, will 
have several landing and take-off 
areas ready for Miss Earhart’s use 
when she starts her world flight soon 
from Oakland, Cal. 

Runways Mile Long. 

One of these runways, ccording to 
William T. Miller, Bureau of Air 
Commerce representative in charge of 
the 1935 colonization of the Line or 
Equatorial Islands, as Howland, Ba- 
ker and Jarvis are called, will be at 
least a mile long. . This should be 
ample for Miss lEarhart’s _require- 
ments, although the 2,550-mile flight 
from Howland Island to Lae, New 
Guinea, is the longest jump on her 
entire globe-girdling adventure, and 
her Wasp-motored Lockheed Electra 
“flying laboratory,”. consequently, will 
have to lift its heaviest fuel load on 
the take-off from Howland. Other 
runways which have been cleared 
vary in length from a half to three- 
quarters of a mile, and can be used 
for landing purposes if the wind hap- 
rens to be blowing across the long 
one when Miss Earhart arrives there. 

The island itself is approximately 
two miles long and three-quarters of 
a mile wide. It is nearly flat, the 
highest portion*being only about 15 
feet above sea level, the lowest sec- 
tion being the center of the island 
as though it might have been formed 
from a narrow coral atoll, the la- 
goon of which eventually became filled 
up. Howland is, in effect, a shallow 
trough of coral sand and sparse vege- 
tation, the center of which is only a 
few feet above the level’ of the Pa- 
cific. , é' ce 

Palm Trees Transplanted. 

Palm trees have been transplanted 
from Palmyra to the new colonies, 
and their flourishing condition gives 
promise of a. future supply of fresh 
coconuts. Other tropical food plants 
have been taken to the islands from 
Hawaii or elsewhere, and are grow- 
ing satisfactorily. The colonists sup- 
plement their supply of canned and 
dried foods with fish which they 
catch in the surrounding shoal wa- 
ter, lobsters similarly procured, oc- 
easional sea turtles and eggs and 
meat obtained from the thousands of 
birds that populate the islands. Miss 
Farhart should fare very well at 
Howland, even if. weather or other 
conditions necessitate her remaining 
there longer than the one-day stay 
which she now contemplates. 

According to Mr. Miller, the only 
vegetation of any size on Howland 
island is a thicket of Kou trees 


about a quarter-mile long and <00 
yards wide in the center of the is- 
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land, and these rise to a height of less 
than 12 feet. Both he and Miss Ear- 
hart are a little worried, however, 
over the prospect of the fearless birds 
which frequent the island, flying up 
in front of her airplane on the take- 
off with possibly disastrous results 
to a propeller. Consequently, those 
on the islands have been instructed 
to use shotguns-and other noise-mak- 
ing expedients to clear the island tem- 
porarily of bird. life for her when she 
is landing and taking off. 
Cutter to Give Aid. 

The coast guard cutter, Roger B 
Taney, which is to stand by at How- 
land until she passes through on her 
trans-Pacifiec flight, not only will give 
the “flying laboratory” radio bearings 
as it approaches from Honolulu but 
will send up dense clouds of smoke 
from its boilers which should be vis- 
ible for nearly 100 miles about the 
time Miss Earhart is due. 

Howland and Baker islands lie not 
only nearly on the equator, but are 
close to the international date line, 
where Miss Earhart’and Captain Man- 
ning will lose an entire day soon after 
taking off for New Guinea. The lat- 
ter seems to have been discovered in 
1832 by Captain Michael Baker and 
subsequently named after him. How- 
land was first sighted 10 years later 
by Captain George BE. Necker, of New 
Bedford, Mass., and 15 years later the 
U. S. S. St. Marys formally laid claim 
to both islands for the United States, 
chiefly because of their rich guano de- 
posits which subsequently were work- 
ed for about 20 years by both Ameri- 
can and British companies, England 
also claiming title to the islands. 

Relics of Polynesians Found. 

With the decline of this industry, 
due .to more efficient commercial 
means of producing fertilizer, ,interna- 
tional interest in the islands suffered 
a complete lapse until aviation brought 
them out of limbo and made them 
once again something more than a 
pair of specks on charts of the Pa- 
cific. 

Traces of their earlier occupancy 
still remain—two old fresh-water cis- 
terns on Howland that were used by 
the guano diggers and not far away 
18 graves of those who either died in 
this industry or were brought ashore 
and buried by passing ships. At one 
point, their modern explorers have even 
found what they deem to be traces of 
a still earlier Polynesian civilization 
—a series of flat stepping stones lead- 
ing out across the fringing coral reef. 
This in brief, is a description of the 
island on which Amelia Earhart will 
be the first aviator to land. and the 
first woman to visit, in the first west- 
east, as well as first equatorial flight 
around the world, from which she 
will send by radio and cable, her own 
story exclusively to The Constitution, 
in this section.

Another angry exchange came when 
Roland Perry. representing the East- 
ern and Guif Sailors’ Association, said 
he believed the Department of Com- 
merce co-operated unfairly with ship- 
owners in drafting the discharge books 
legislation. 

“That does not help your cause,” 
Representative Robert Ramspeck, 
Democrat, Georgia, said sharply. 
“This committee passed on this legis- 
lation and the inference is that you 
are impugning its motives, when the 
bill was considered in good faith.”

I transmit herewith a report on 
the operation of the National Indus- 
trial Recovery Administration, which 
has been prepared by those members 
of the committee on industr.al analy- 
sis who have no official relationship 
to the government. They are Pro- 
fessor J. M. Clark. of Columbia Uni- 
versity, an economist: William H. 
Davis, of New York city, a lawyer; 
George M. Harrison, of Cincinnati, 
Ohio, president of the Brotherhood 
of Railway Clerks and also chairman 
of the Railway Labor Executives’ 
Association: and George H. Mead, 
of Dayton, Ohio, a manufacturer and 
former chairman, Business Advisory 
Council. 

REPORT BASED ON STUDY 
OF THE WORK OF THE NRA 


This report is based on an ex- 
haustive study of the work of the 
National Recovery Administration, 
which has been in progress ever since 
June, 1935, and which has been car- 
ried on since March, 1936, under the 
direction of the committee. on indus- 
trial analysis, which I created by ex- 
ecutive order, which consisted of the 
four nongovernmental members who 
make this report, and the _ secre- 
taries of agriculture, commerce and 
labor. The staff work for this com- 
mittee has been performed by the di- 
vision of industrial economics in the 
Department of Commerce. 

This report presents the first ade-

An outstanding event in the his- 
tory of Georgia's agricultural prog- 
ress will be signalized today when 
a joint session of the general 
assembly will be held in honor 
of some 600 of the state’s cattle- 
men, who will visit the capitol and, 
through selected spokesmen, ex- 
plain and discuss what they con- 
ceive as the most urgent needs in 
agricultural legislation at the pres- 
ent time. 


E. B. Weatherly, of Cochran, 
president of the Middle Georgia 


Livestock Association, will be the’ 
-principal speaker, being introduced 


to the legislators by Dean Paul 
Chapman, of the Georgia College of 
Agriculture, who will speak from 
the standpoint of the farm college. 

The two great needs of the farm- 
ing sections of the state, it is 
claimed by leaders of the group, are 
remedies for depleted soils and bet- 
ter agricultural educatior. They 
will advocate greater development 
of the livestock industry, both with 
a view to restoration of the produc- 
tivity of the soil and for the in- 
crease of the average farm income, 
thus providing means for better 
education of young people on the 
farms. 

Colonel Weatherly in his address 
will stress the fact that in the past 
less than § per cent of the state 
appropriations for education has 
been used for the teaching of agri- 
culture and the training of prop- 
erly equipped farmers for the fu- 
ture; this despite the fact that Geor- 
gia is still 75 per cent a rural state 
and its prosperity primarily based 
on the success of its farmers. 

A large percentage of the legisla- 
tors come from counties that are 
largely rural, most of their constit- 
uents being dependent upon the 
farm for their living and whatever 
degree of success they may attain 
in life. Those who represent the 
more populous counties are acute- 
ly aware of the fact that towns and 
cities depend for a great part upon 
the success of farmers in their agri- 
cultural hinterlands. 

The objectives sought by this 
gathering of cattlemen being for 
the general welfare of all engaged 
in agricultural pursuits, their ap- 
pearance before the joint session 
should be productive of results that 
will greatly aid all classes of farm- 
ers.

The cases would not have 
gone to the United States supreme 
court time and again, giving the 
whole country a painful and dis- 
torted impression. 


Since that first blunder, Alabama 
authorities have continued making 
grievous mistakes, with the result 
that “Scottsboro” has become an- 
other name for a shirt of Nessus, to 
be worn with agony and not to be 
cast off. It is a sorry mess, which 
ineptitude, reversals from Wash- 
ington, and resentment cooked up 
to bedevil the people of Alabama. 

Recently, former Congressman 
Carmichael, of Tuscumbia, under- 
took to represent the defendants. 
There was thereby brought into 
the picture,a sane and respected 
force likely to make itself felt for 
the good of the community. If an 
agreement has been reached to pre- 
vent a fresh ventilation of the 
Scottsboro business, Mr. Carmich- 
ael’s participation must have con- 
tributed to the arrangement.

They gave 
what they could—first giving them- 
selves, and then a most generous of- 
fering of substance out of their great 
poverty. The great apostle offers the 
Macedonian Christians as excellent ex- 
amples of stewardship in that: 

First, their gifts were an expression 
of God’s grace (verse one). 

Second, their gifts were bountiful in 
spite of poverty (verse two). 
. Third, their gifts exceeded their 
power (verse three). 

Fourth, their gifts were free-will, 
voluntary offerings (verse three). 

Fifth, their gifts exceeded the high- 
est hopes of the apostle (verse four). 

Sixth, their gifts were representa- 
tive first in the gift of themselves 
(verse five). 

Seventh, their gifts were according 
to the will of God (verse five). 

Suppose every member of every 
church followed this principle in the 
stewardship of money? Would there 
be any deficits on mission boards, or- 
phanages, schools and _ hospitals? 
Would there be any lack of mission- 
aries? Any lack of Bibles?

OVERHAULING WASHINGTON, March 2.—Another one of those 
: : studies looking toward a complete overhauling of 
new undersecretary, Roswell Magill, is in charge.

OF HUGE GERMAN DEBT 


Official Says ‘Unrecorded’ 
Internal Obligation Doesn’t 
Appear in Statement. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(?)— 
The Securities Commission informed 
American investors og that the 
German government has huge “unre- 
corded” internal obligations which do 
not appear in its official statements 
of indebtedness. 

It cited semi-official German figures 
placing the amount of such obliga- 
tions at more than 5,000,000, 
reichmarks (approximately $2,000,- 
000,000). The Reich officially ac- 
knowledges a funded debt of 11,620,- 
028,787 marks and a floating debt of 
2,918,302,089 

The commission disclosed the in- 
debtedness in announcing that a Ger- 
man registration in the United States 
of a $60,000,000 bond issue became 
effective today.

This issue is to be offered in ex- 
change for unpaid interest coupons 
maturing between July 1, 1934, and 
December 31, 1936, on German securi- 
ties previously sold in this country. 

A statement by the Securities Com- 
mission explained that the German 
government had refused to include its 
“unrecorded” obligations in the reg- 
istration required by law. 

This refusal, it was said, did not 
warrant the issuance of a stop order 
against the registration, but the an- 
nouncement added:

“However, in order that American 
security holders to whom this offer- 
ing will.be made, as well as subse- 
quent purchasers of the bonds, may 
be assisted in making an intelligent 
appraisal of the merits of the offer 
or of the bonds, the commission consid- 
ers that full publicity] should be given 
to the existence of this body of ‘un- 
recorded’ obligations.

He is 
particularly anxious to investigate the 
two ice caps on Baffin Island, be- 
lieved remnants of the glacier which 
once covered New England and ex- 
tended southward to Kentucky. 

“No one knows,” he said, “whether 
those ice caps now are advancing or 
retreating, or their area, for the in- 
terior of Baffin Land never has been 
explored.

Administration leaders, seeking to 
reach a final vote on the civil service 
bill yesterday, pleaded with Harrell 
to yield the floor to permit a motion 
for a time extension, but he declined 
to do so. 

Many Amendments. 


Numerous amendments made to the 
bill were agreed to by Senators Milli- 
can and Ennis who guided the legisla- 
tion on the floor. 

The house adjourned a few minutes 
before its customary hour of 5 p. m. 
when the senate-approved “fair trade 
act” stirred up a long debate involv- 
ing the chain store issue. 

The bill, originally introduced by 
Senator Lindsay, of Decatur, author- 
izes contracts between manufactur- 
ers of trade-marked articles and re- 
tailers for maintenance of minimum 
retail prices. 

John C. Parker, of Colquitt coun- 
ty, sponsoring the measure in the 
house, said it was designed to prevent 
use of nationally advertised products 
as “loss leader sales,” and that “it 
will be aimed primarily at chain buy- 
ing.’ 

Mrs. Helen Douglas Mankin, of 
Fulton county, declared it was “the 
best of all bills submitted so far to 
help the small merchant” by per- 
mitting him to make purchases on the 
same basis as “the big fellows.” 

From Sabados, of Dougherty coun- 
ty, came objection to the bill as a 
means of raising the cost of living. 

“Last week,” he declared, “when 
we debated the chain store tax for 
two days, proponents of the measure 
told us it was impossible to buy 
things any cheaper in a chain store 
than in an independent store. This 
a is not consistent with their stand 
then. 

“This bill makes it possible’ to 
raise the cost of living to every per- 
son.” 

After the debate had progressed for

‘BY STEEL SETTLEMENT 


Continent Had Feared In- 
dustrial War; Nazis Alone

LONDON, March 2—(UP)— 
Statesmen in major European capi- 
tals were relieved tonight to learn of 
the United States Steel Corporation s 
decision ‘to accept collective bargain- 
ing, for they had feared an “Ameri- 
can industrial war’ which might im- 
pede world economic recovery. 

Relief was concretely evidenced in 
the sharp rise of transatlantic issues 
on the London Stock Exchange where 
United States Steel took the lead, 
jumping from 113 1-2 to 118 3-4. 

‘Greatest Victory. Pe 

If other industrial concerns join 
United States Steel in jettisoning their 
ancient policy of refusing to accept 
collective bargaining, it will re- 
garded by British trade unions as one 
of the greatest victories in the history 
of the American labor movement. 

In Britain, the principle of collec- 
tive bargaining has been established 
generally for half a century, but the 
40-hour week is yet only a_ trade 
union objective. 

The United Press Paris bureau re- 
ported that French trade union circles 
were delighted by the adoption of the 
40-hour week. Although both this 
and collective bargaining are already 
effective in France, the application of 
the 40-hour week is still in its in- 
fancy. , 

Germany Cool. 

The adoption of collective bargain- 
ing in America met a cooler recep- 
tion in German nazi circles. 

It was pointed out that Germany 
adopted and practiced collective bar- 
gaining until the Nazis came _ into 
power and dissolved trade unions and 
employers’ organizations. 

The United Press bureau in Rome 
reported that authoritative opinion 
among scholars in social law and 
leaders in corporative organizations 
regard the United States Steel settle- 
ment as not only a major victory for 
the C. I. O., but also one of the clev- 
erest moves made by capital in the 
United States.

Chair- 
man Gilliam asked also that “others 
with facts about mismanagement and 
waste” appear but that complaints 
only about amount of relief would not 
be heard, as they are irrelevant. 

Members of the board of public 
welfare and officials of the depart- 
ment will be called before the com- 
mittee at a later session. J. Sid 
Tiller, former chairman of the pub- 
lic welfare board, asked last night 
that the probe be thorough. In re- 
ply. to questions, Tiller explained that 
the department had 117 workers but 
had discharged 40 of them. The 
WPA supplies part of the pay roll 
in return for WPA certifications and 
record work. 

“There are more than 10,000 per- 
sons on emergency relief and case 
workers cannot possibly visit all 
homes every week. They have to in- 
vestigate also all new applicants for 
relief. and this. takes time.

“QUTLINED AT PARLEY 


‘Efforts Under Way for 
Quick Operation of Per- 
manent Setup’—Rivers. 


Counties of Georgia will begin par- 
ticipating under social security imme- 


diately upon completion and approval! 
of the state organization and the allo- 
cation of funds for its operation by 
the general assembly, Lamar Mur- 


daugh, director of the Georgia Public 
Welfare Department, predicted yes- 
terday. 

Governor Rivers had just previous- 
ly .told the 500 county commission- 
ers and attorneys, assembled in At- 
lanta to hear the state social security 
act explained, that there was little 
hope of obtaining temporary funds as 
provided under the federal act with 
which to begin payment of benefits. 

Efforts are being made to have the 
permanent social security setup begin 
functioning at once, thus providing 
immediate funds for relief payments, 
Rivers said. 


Strong legal opinion in the state 
reasons the voters do not have -to 
approve the act at the June 8 refer- 
endum before payments. begin, the 
Governor said. 

Proceeding under this opinion the 
state officials are speeding organiza- 
tion of the state department so Geor- 
gia may begin eee shy under the 
federal act immediately upon its com- 
pletion, Murdaugh declared. 

Provided the participation begins 
immediately without waiting for the, 
June approval of the people, the ref- 
erendum still will be held to insure 
constitutionality, Rivers said. 

County commissioners were urged 
to appoint five-man social security 
boards for their counties as soon as 
possible and to mail the lists at once 
to the state Welfare Department 
for approval—a necessary requisite. 

The state board, which must ap- 
prove the county boards, will be ap- 
pointed within the next week, Mur- 
daugh predicted.

—he said the non-intervention agree- 
ment in Spain was a step toward pre- 
serving European_peace and that the 
League was far from dead. 
“Means to an End.” 

Members cheered when Eden assert- 
ed that rearmament is “means to an 
end; not the end in itself... .” 

The-government turned to northern 
Ireland tonight to fill gaps in her 
territorial army. The government de- 
cided to establish, for the first time, 
a unit of three companies in County 
Antrim, to provide reserves for the 
artillery, the engineering corps and 
the air force.

collars. Each male hopes his ruff 
will be judged most beautiful. 

The ruff is not content, however, 
just to show off his feathers. He 
takes action in order to obtain favor. 
Sometimes he tries to prove that he 
is a loving suitor by throwing himeel! 
on the ground, right in front of his 
fair lady. If she flies away, as is 
likely, he follows to her next landing 
place. 

Often two ruffs want the same 
mate, and in this case there is -al- 
most sure to come a fight. The ruff 
spring at each other, and peck as 
hard as they can. The frille are 
stretched wide, and shield the fight- 
ers. The birds have been compared 
to game-cocks, but they have no spurs, 
and seldom do much damage, but soon- 
er or later, one of the fighters gives 
up the battle. 

With all the trouble a ruff takes 
to win his mate, we might think he 
would guard and care for her in later 
weeks, but this is not the case. In- 
stead of taking turne sitting on the 
nest, as many male birds do, he flies 
away on his own errands. He does 
not take any pains to protect the nest 
from the attack of an enemy. 

Ruff’s nest most commonly in north- 
erly parts of Europe and Asia. They 
have breeding grounds -in England 
and Scotland, also in the Orkney and 
Shetland islands. Now and then they 
are found nesting in Canada and 
northeastern parts of the United 
meee. In the autumn they fly south- 
ward.

VANDENBERG ATTACKS 
FD.R. COURT PROPOSAL 


Senator Logan and Repre- 
sentative Summers Defend 
Revision Plan. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(?)— 
Senator Vandenberg, of Michigan, a 
leader in the senate’s regular Republi- 
can wing, swung into the battle 
against the Roosevelt court reorganiza- 
tion bill tonight. He denounced the 
proposal as “a device that can choke 


the life out of free. American insti- 
tutions.” 

His radio address was made at the 
close of day which saw Senator Logan, 
Democrat, Kentucky, indorse the pres- 
idential measure and Representative 
Sumners, Democrat, Texas, assert, in 
the house, that the way is open for 
members of the supreme bench to re- 
tire and thus be “co-operating with 
their government.” 

Speaks for G. 0. P. : 

Aside from brief, informal state- 
ments to reporters, the Vandenberg 
address was the first statement of po- 
sition to emanate from the regular 
Republican faction in the.senate. Up 
until now that group had left the 
opposition largely to members of the 


| President’s own party. 


Senator George, Democrat, Georgia, 
also an opponent, observed that a 
‘man’s views on economic principles or 
theories are not at all related to 
age.” Senator Minton, Democrat, In- 
diana, a supporter of the bill, asked 
whether one member of the court 
“hasn’t averaged one opinion a year 
for the last five years.” 

Senator Brown, Democrat, Michi- 
gan, a member of the uncommitted 
group, also spoke by radio. He ex- 
pressed sympathy with the Presi- 
dent's objective, criticized recent su- 
preme court decisions, and predicted 
a compromise solution. 

“T cannot bring my mind to agree 
that the executive under authority 
from the congress should be given the 
power to add six members.to a nine- 
man court with the obvious intent to 
change the views of the court,” he 
said, “I do not think it necessary.” 

Senator Brown favored a constitu- 
tional amendment providing that the 
supreme court could not hold an act of 
congress unconstitutional only if seven 
of the nine judges so decide. 

“Tt imposes on the court a rule of 
constitutional determination that the 
court has always approved but sel- 
dom followed,” he said. “The rule is 
that a law passed by a legislative body 
shall not be held invalid unless its 
invalidity is beyond. all reasonable 
question.” .

It was a display of rare beauty with at least 10 rain- 
bows appearing, disappearing and reforming as the noz- 
zlo3 slowly revolved.

Coach W. A. Alexander, of Georgia 
Tech, dean of Southeastern conference 
football mentors, defended the dollar 
mark in intercollegiate gridiron rela- 
tions today. 

He was discussing Johns Hopkins 
University’s announcement that it is 
abolishing all paid admissions and do- 
ing away with visiting team guaran- 
tees aS a move to spread: the benefit 
of athletic activity to all students. 
“I don’t see how they figure this 
is going to spread the athletic benefit 
to more students,” said the rugged, 
gray-haired Alexander. 

__ “Whether the school pays for its 
athletic plant and program out of its 
regular budget or from gate receipts, 
it will make no difference that I can 
see in the number of men on its teams. 
Johns Hopkins, I’m sure, won’t carry 
more men on its football squad next 
year. 

“Most schools,” he continued, “have 
a large intra-mural program which 
takes in the general student body. But 
in most cases—and in our own here 
—it has been the football gate receipts 
which have paid for the large plant, 
land and equipment for all athletic 
training. 

Coach “Alex” said he viewed the 
system recently adopted by the Uni- 
versty of iNew Hampshire “as the 
coming thing,” in college athletics. 

The school is put on a strict ath- 
letic budget eash year, he explained. 
This remains practically unchanged 
from year to year taking the “peaks 
and depressions” out of the atletic 
program.

(1)—The secret of his success in 
the two fights with Jack Dempsey 
was the fact that he was master of 
every situation, including the knock- 
down in the famous long-count fight. 

(2)—Max Schmeling showed his 
true colors when he rushed back to 
Germany after knocking out Joe 
Louis. 

(3)—-Schmeling is one of the poor- 
est heavyweights in the game today 
end does not deserve a fight in this 
4 with Braddock or anybody 
else. 

(4)—That he (Tunney) never was 
given credit for having a real punch 
but that his greatness was recongized 
because of his being a master boxer. 

Tunney, returning from a two-week 
trip in California—he witnessed the 
big race at Santa Anita and thought 
Rosemont was the winner, although 
the race was very close—returned to 
West Palm Beach last night via the 
airlines. | 

TRIP DELAYED. 

The trip was delayed an hour be- 
cause Tunney and airline officials 
were a bit at variance because his 
ticket called for Palm Beach and they 
insisted the plane, because of weather 
conditions, could not stop there but 
would have to go on to Miami Beach. 

Tunney finally boarded the plane, 
however, with the assurance that if it 
was at all possible the plane would 
land him at his original destination 
whieh was, of course, Palm Beach. 

“That 14-count business was very 
silly,” Tunney declared. ‘Dempsey 
should not have hovered over me after 
I was down. Finally, the referee had 
to shove him away before starting the 
official count. My head was clear. I 
lay there debating whether to get up 
at the count of nine and take a punch 
on the elbow and go down again for 
a second count of nine. I decided 
rather that I would get up and circle 
bim. Which I «id with great success. 

AROUND IN CIRCLES. 

“T circled him and landed a stiff 
punch to the cheek. Then I circled him 
some more. I landed another punch 
and kept circling. Finally, he stopped 
and must .have thought to himself, 
‘This fellow has got me licked.’ Any- 
way, when he started motioning for 
me to come in to him, I knew he was 
through. Of course I. wasn’t going to 
go in there. Locomotion is the last 
thing that comes back to you when 
you have received a stiff blow. Your 
head may be clear, but your legs are 
unsteady. I circled him until my legs 
responded. After that round, of course, 
I punched him considerably. One of 
the hardest blows he ever received in 
his life came later. I landed a right 
under his heart. He told some friends 
of mine later he had never taken a 
harder punch. He said he didn’t know 
whether he would live or not. 

‘“‘As to Schmeling, I think he is a 
poor representative of the game. I 
understand he is going into the ,law 
courts and try to force Braddock to 
fight him. It is my opinion that 
Schmeling did a very poor thing in 
rushing back to Germany after knock- 
ing out Louis. He must have joined 
the Nazi cause.

Morgenthau Studies Pro- 
posed New Retirement Sys- 
tem for Rail Workers. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—(?)— 
A proposed new retirement system for 
the railroad workers of the nation 
absorbed the attention of government 
fiscal and pension officials today. 

Informed authorities said the pro- 
posal involves a projected agreement 
between the roads and their employes, 
under which existing retirement legis- 
lation would be revamped. 

Secretary Morgenthau, flanked by a 
battery of treasury experts, held a 
long conference with Murray W. Lat- 
imer, chairman of the rail retirement 
board, and Arthur J. Altmeyer, of the 
social security board.

A 31.5-mile belt line highway en- 
circling ‘the city, intended to relieve 
traffic congestion by establishing an- 
other route for through traffic, has 
been proposed in a bill introduced in 


the house of representatives yester- 
Sey, by the Fulton delegation. 

roviding for the state highway to 
take over maintenance of approxi- 
mately 140 miles of roadway in the 
county, a companion bill to the belt 
line route also was introduced, 

The proposed route would be desig- 
nated the “Miller Belt Line,” taking 
its name from W. L. Miller, chair- 
man of the state highway board. 
Paved roads on the route now in exist- 
ence would be utilized and paving 
would be done on thoroughfares now 
not hard-surfaced, the bill provides. 

Provision is made for this route to 
be maintained by the highway board. 

The belt line would carry through 
traffic around the congested sections 
of Atlanta by providing a circuitous 
route to the east and west of the in- 
corporated limits. It would touch 
Bolton and Adamsville on the west; 
Buckhead on the north; Decatur on 
the east and Hapeville and College 
Park on the south.’ All main traffic 
arteries would be connected with the 
new route.

Contract Bridge

Herewith is presented another 
portion of Mr. Culbertson’s latest 
work on contract the “Gold Book 
of Bidding and Play.” which is 
being reproduced: in this column in 
daily installments. 


The responses to opening suit-bids 
of one, assuming that the intervening 
opponent has overcalled, are as fol- 
lows: 


1. Pass (discussed 
article). 

2. Raise. Single raises should be 
made on the basis of one of the two 
methods already described, the count 
of winners or the case methods re- 
quiring, in addition to adequate trump 
support. one honor trick with a sin- 
gleton, one and one-half with a dou- 
bleton, or two with 4-3-3-3 distribu- 
tion. When the hand comes to four 
winners, but does not contain at least 
one hour trick, a pass is preferable. 

The requirements for adequate 
trump support must be relaxed with 
hands containing two or two and one- 
half honor tricks and no available (or 
no safe) snit or no-trumn resnonse.

Considering that the 
four heart contract which the vulner- 
able opponents had reached would 
have gone down 500 points, the con- 
clusion is inevitable that some bad 
bidding took place.

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More Letters On the $115 Budget.

That budget of $115 a month for 
the couple married about one year 
is still being written about and dis- 
cussed. Mollie had her say last week. 
Here is another reader's story. She 
says they are celebrating their sec- 
ond wedding anniversary, have the 
sweetest baby girl in the world, a 
doctor’s bill because of illness of baby 


—— 
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the first few months, and a furniture 
bill on which they are paying $12 a 
month. These two bills will be paid 
off within three months. Their in- 
come is $120 instead of $115, so that 
the two cases are not quite parallel. 
Shelter, $23; fuel, $5; gas and elec- 
tricity, $5; food, $26; transportation, 
$10; insurance and savings, $10; hus- 
band’s lunch, $8; furniture, $12; doc- 
tor’s bill, $10; clothing, $55 recrea- 
tion, $6. Think what can be done 
with that $22 now being paid on old 
bills when they are paid! The mother 
can then get some new clothes. I 


have an idea she is good enough man- 
ager to make most of her own cloth- 
ing as well as the baby daughter's. 
There¢ will be a little more money 
for fo because the child will be 
needing strained foods, milk, cod liver 
oil. But I doubt whether there will 
be more contentment, even when the 
husband gets a raise in pay. 

From Toronto we have a _ budget 
worked out with the statement that 
the original figure for rent at $18 
was too low, also $3 for insurance 
was not enough. The writer suggests 
keeping those figures, however, and 
redividing the funds as followe: Shel- 
ter, $18; heat, gas, and electricity, 
$10; transportation. $5: furniture, 
$15. She allots only $24 for food; 
$10 for clothes; $10 for advancement 
and $4 for pin money, leaving $16 
for savings. But note that she is 
giving husband and wife less spend- 
ing money. Mollie felt that $1 a 
week for husband was insufficient. 
With this arrangement there would 
be even less if the $4 was shared by 
husband and wife. Do you suppose 
that Mollie was right or does the man 
owe his wife and his future some sac- 
rifices too? (If so, where do they 
come in? Should he give up smok- 
ing or occasional card games or mov- 
ies or are those things part of liv- 
ing? Withont them will life be just 
existence? But he has them 
shouldn’t his wife have an _ equal 
amount for pleasure? Can they find 
inexpensive pleasures*they can share 
or should they get away from each 
other every so often? Mrs. Nichols 
would like some help on these ques- 
tions and has asked Nancy Page to 
put the problem up to you.

“*They talk of the Jew Paul and say 
salvation comes from the Jews.’

“but the church cannot abandon the 
epistle of this apostle without ceasing 
to be the church.”
